and looked upon with distrust. Being able 
bodied, they offer themselves for work in the

| glad to get three shillings (Colonial curren- 


cy) or sixty cents a day for their services, 
They are described by their employers to 
be always ready to claim their pay before 
the work is accomplished, and to be utterly 
untrustworthy. 

They have no family ties, and no profer- 

ence for any particular locality; and the 
Canadiansy except for the disgrace of being 
associated with such men, would enrol them 
us part of the militia of the province, and 
thus make them liable to do duty (in the 
possible event of a war) against their own 
countrymen. Many of these deserters ac- 
tually wear the uniform of our Government, 
and some have recieved four and five 
bounties at different times and plac 
Not one-half of the entire number are na- 
tive-born Americans. Taking all these facts 
into consideration, we can safely repeat the 
remark at the opening of this article, that 
it is a blessing such rascals haye left the 
country ; and as an offset to the reflection 
that they cannot be reached by our laws, 
their present disgrace and miserable exis- 
tence should be borne in mind, 
’| Canada, it appears from the authority al- 
ready cited, is not by any means the hot-bed 
of secession which common report would 
haye us believe. Those of its citizens 
whose business with the United States has 
snffered from the war, are atleast opposed 
to its continuance, if not absolutely South- 
ern in their sympathies. But these are 
very fow in number as compared with the 
great mass of residents, whose views are un- 
biassed.

Nothing 80 tends to impair the strength 
of a nation as any excessive strain on its 
powers; and if Mr. Wilson could justly 
say, a8 he did in the month of January, 
that “we had more to feur from the want of 
money than want of men,” the timo has 
now come when it behooves the people to 
consider as well the dictates of’ political ec- 
ouomy in the wise expenditure of their 
blood as of their money, It is not a ques- 
tion whether the men or money which the 
yovernment needs shull be furnished or not 
but what these needs really ure, 
they shall be most ayailably met. 

We know it is considered by a certain 
class of persons very ‘disloyal’ to cite the 
laws of Congress or the injunctions of the 
Constitution in opposition to anything which 
it seoms expedient or necessary for the mi- 
litary power to do, but we hope it may be 
permitted us to cite the laws of nature and 
the injunctions of political economy for the 
instruction of our authorities without com- 
ing under any such reproach. ‘The follow- 
ing prudential maxims under this head may, 
we think, be affirmed without fear of suc-

1. As in the case of individuals, so in 
the case of nations, nothing so effectually 
exhausts the physical power of a nation as 
a spasmodic overstraining of its energies.

In looking back upon the history of Ca- 
nada sinco the passage of the Union Act 
the main causes of the difficultics which 
have occurred in the goverament of the 
country may, speaking generally, be placed 
under threo heads -—First, the interference 
by Lower Canada with the peculiarly local 
uffairs of Upper nada. Secondly, the 
undue influence Lower Canada haa been 
blo to exert over legislation ostensibly ef 
fected for the benefit of the whole Province 
Thirdly, the expenditure upon local im 
provements by Lower Canada of funds ta- 
ken from the public chest. Of course when 
we made these complaints in days gone by 
the men of the East have turned upon us 
and asserted that we, not they, were the 
yuilty partics, It boots not now to inquire 
which was right and which was wrong; be- 
cause both eunceiving themselves aggrieved, 
have acknowledged the necessity of a change 
which shall remove the cause of grievance, 

The reform which Upper Canadians de- 
mmanded was representation based upon 
population. ‘To this the Lower Canadians 
objected that, if granted, we should not on- 
ly get entire control of the whole affairs of 
the Province, but of the local affairs of the 
eastern section also. We might for instance, 
they said, abolish the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion, and forbid the use of the French 
language. It was in vain we protested that 
we had no desire to do anything of the sort ; 
they saaney resolved not to give us the 
chance, A plan, therefore, had tw be devis- 
ed, which, while it should secure to Upper 
Canada her just share in the government of 
the country, would at the same time pre- 
vent her tyrannizing over Lower Canada; 
and vice versa. By such a plan we should 
got all we haye been struggling for, and 
Lower Canada would be stripped of that 
power which enabled her to legislate to our 
detriment. The question then arises, does 
the proposed constitution meet the require- 
ments of the case? We think it does,

Deatu or MArsnat Pevisster.—The 
China bring us news of the death of the 
Duke of Malakoff. Jean Jacques Pelissier 
was born at Maromme, near Rouen, No- 
vember 6, 1794, and recieved his education 
at the military school of La Fleche and St. 
Oyr. He served in Spain as a sub-lieuten- 
ant of artillary in 1823; served in Greece 
and took part in the expedition against Al- 
yeria in 1830 continually winning promo- 
tion, He semained there, with a short in- 
terval of rest, till 1843, and it was during 
his residence there that his name obtained 
its worst blemish. The story is well known. 
In the insurrection a single tribe, the 
“Ouled Riaks,” refused to submit after the 
others had yielded, and by hiding in caves 
managed to keep their enemies at bay,—

Important News FROM CANADA.— 
The news from Canada is of very unusual 
interest. ‘The deadlock in legislation which 
has lasted some time, owing to the inabili- 
ty of either party to command a majority 


in Parliament, has led to a constitutional 
change which will excite no little surprise 


on both sides of the cccean. The proposi- 
tion, which is as good as adopted by the 
ministry is, to change British America in- 
to a general federation, Heretofore Cana- 


da has been governed by one executive 


head and one legislative body, comprising 
un upper and lower house, Hereafter it is 
to be divided into three or four provinces. 
Canada West will form one, Canada Nast 


another, while New Brunswick and Nova 


Scotia will form two other provinces. In 
time, perhaps, other provinces may be ad- 
ded from the possessions lying north of 
Canada West. 

In the scheme, which has been as good 
ag adopted, each province or state will have 
its own local legislature, and will be repre- 
vented in the general parliament, after the 
model of our Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, It will thus be seen that, while 
a civil war is raging to break up one fede- 
ration on this continent, influences are at 
work to form a new and powerful one upon 
our northern borders. It is strange that 
the Canadians have not adopted this form 
years since. Composed of different races, 
with very diverse interests, and scattered 
over an immense extent of territory, it was 
impossible for one homogencous legislature 
to please, or oven do justice to, all the vari- 
ed interests and populations cominitted to 
its care. Hereafter thero will be moro lo- 
cal self government, and the genoral parlia- 
ment will give far “better satisfaction than 
it was over possible for it to do before. 
After getting the new states into working 
order, it would be a good idea for the Onn- 
adians to unite their fortunes with the 
great republic. ‘This is a matter for our 
neighbors over the border to think over.— 
N. ¥. World.

AN AWKWARD POSITION. 


The sayings of the Leader, the past few 
days, have been yery amusing. Tho sole 
end of its existence is the political destruc- 
tion of the Hon. George Brown. It knows 
no higher object, has no other definite aim. 
For the last ten years, at least, it has been 
telling its readers, day after day, that Mr, 
Brown's infltence in the country was com- 
pletely gone. Acknowledging him to be a 
man of great talent, it has dealt in pathetic 
laments over the misapplication of that tal- 
ent, and pointed to his fullen position as a 
warning to politicians who might be inclin- 
ed to take hin for their model. It has de- 
imonstraced, times without number, that he 
was deserted by his party ; it has condoled 
with him over the destruction of all his 
hopes and aspirations; it has proclaimed 
jhis politioul death, certain and unmistake- 
uble. He was “used up,” in every sense of 
ihe word. Bankrupt in reputation, shorn 
of power, hated and scorned by every man 
in the comunity, it pressed upon the hon- 
ourable gentleman the fact, that there was 
nothing left for him to do but to hide his 
diminished head, and never more to yenture 


out during daylight hours. It now finds 
out that it has made a tremendous mistake. 
It has suddenly becmoe aware that Mr, 
Brown has not yet been “killed off.” On 
the contrary, at the most important orisis 
in tho history of the country for many years, 
it sees Mr. Brown trusted unanimously by 
the largest party that ever supported an 
Upper Canadian public man, and on their 
behalf negotiating terms with tho Goyern- 


the measure in the Lower House. The 
same would be the case in the Upper House. 
But, under the proposed system of govern- 
ment, as Upper Canada, by virtue of her 
superior population would have the majority 
of representatives in the “Commons,” it 
would be her own fault if the bill were not 
there killed at once. Thus there would be 
no chance afforded for that manipulation of 
the members of the Upper House, which 
we have seen in past times. A large ma- 
jority of Lawer Canadians in the Council, 
together with a few Upper Canadians, 
would not be found carrying the measure 
in opposition to the wishes of the people of 
Western Canada—for this yery simple 
reason, that they would not have the chance. 

But suppose the bill were introduced in 
the “Lords,” there passed, and sent down 
to the “Commons,”"—what then? Simply 
this! the majority there would kill it at 
once, Thus it is easily understood that 
Upper Canada, under the proposed arrange- 
ment, would be possessed of an effective 
guaranteo against the unjust expenditure 
of her funds, which hitherto sho has lack- 
ed. * 

We presume, however, it will be care- 
fully provided in the constitation that the 
Upper House shall not haye the power of 
originating bills involving the expenditure 
of money. Here, again, Upper Canada 
having a majority of represontatives in the 
Lower House, will be possessed of an ad- 
ditional guarantee for justice. 

But, it may be objected, suppose the 
Lower Houso passed a measure manifestly 
unjust to Lower Canada, how will it 
then? We reply, tho representatives of 
the Hastern Province in the Upper House, 
Il there protoct the intorests of their cou-

LATER FROM EUROPE, 


By the arrival of the Arabia at New York 
we have two days later news from Europe. 

It is reported that the Alabama left Cher- 
bourg on the 19th of June to fight the Mear- 
surge.

The London Conference met on the 18th of

ALABAMA AND 
THE ALABAMA SUNK, 


The Pirate Alabama left Cherbourg on 
the 19th, to engage the Kearsage, and at- 
tacked her ton miles from Cherbourg. The 
| engagement lasted one hour and forty min 
utes, 

New York, July 5.~By the City of Bal- 
timore we learn that the pirate Alabama 
[has beon suok by the Kearsage, and 9 kill- 
ed and 20 wounded, Both vessels made 
seven complete circles in manauyering at 
a distance from a quarter to half a mile — 
The Alabama then sank. Captain Sem- 
mes and a part of the crew were gayed by 
the English yacht Deerhound, Sommes 
wa» slightly wounded in the hand, Bofore 
going out Semmes left all his chronometers, 
60 in number, specie and ransom bonds, at 
Cherbourg, Further details, but nothing 
additional of moment relative to the Kear- 
sage and Alabama fight, aro given. The 
whereabouts of the Kearsage is doubtful. 
One rumor places her at Ostend, another at 
Cherbourg. She landed some wounded at 
Cherbourg. 

It is confirmed that no one wis killed on 
the Kearsage, and only three seamen slight- 
ly wounded. ‘ho vessel sustained very 
little injury.) Semmes declined a public 
dinner at Southampton, and’had gone to 
Paris to report to the Confederate commis- 
sioner. Threo of the Alahuma's officers 
and sixof tho crew landed at Cherbourg 
from the French pilot boat. Also several 
from the British ship Acton.

‘The pirate Semmes published an account 
of the recent engagement: —He says he had 
9, men killed, and 30 wounded, and charges 
that the Kearsage continued firing after the 
Alabama had struck her-colors. 

Tho following is usammary of news sent 
out per stedmer Louisiana, which sailed 
from Liverpool on the 21st:—. 

The coport broughe by the Arabia that 
the rebel cruiser Alabama had gone out 
from Cherbourg to fight the United States 
steamer Kearsage, which. was hovering off 
that port, turned out to be true, and result- 
ed inthe sinkiog of the Alabama» Tho 
encounter was witnessed by the English 
steam yacht Deerhound, and that vessel 
picked up Capt. Semmes and the crew of 
the Alabama, took them to Cowes, and 
furnished the following details :—On Sun- 
day, the 19th, at 1:30 a.m., the Alabuma 
Was observed steaming out of Cherbourg 
harbor towards tho Kearsage. At 11:10 
the Alabama commenced the action by fir- 
ing .with her starboard battery at a dis- 
tance of about a mile. The Kearsage also 
opened fire immediately with her starboard 
guns, and a sharp engagement ensued.— 
Lhe firing from both ships was kept up.— 
Both vessels made seyen complete circles at 
a distance of from a quarter to half'a mile. 
At 12 o'clock the firing from the Alabama 
was observed to slacken, and she appeared 
to be making head suil, making her course 
for land, which was distant about nine 
miles. At 12:20 the Confederate yessel 
was in a disabled and sinking state. The 
Deerhound immediately made towards her, 
and in passing the Kearsage was requested 
to assist in saving the crew of the Alabama. 
When the Deerhownd was still at a distance 
of 100 rods the Alabama sunk. ‘The Deer- 
hound then lowered her boats and with the 
assistance of those from the A/abama, suc- 
ceeded in saving about 30 men, including 
Semmes and 13 officers. The Alabama's 
loss in killed and wounded is as follows :-— 
Drowned, one officer and one man, six men 
killed, one officer and sixteen men wounded. 
Capt. Semmes is slightly wounded’ in the 
hand, The Kearsuge's boats wore lowered, 
and with the assistance of the French pilot 
succeeded in picking up the remainder of 
the crew. 

The Morning Herald says that the Ala- 
bama was terribly in want of repair. Her 
copper was strengthened to such an extent 
so us to deprive her of her only advantage 
—superiority of speed—while the Kearsage 
was fresh from port, and kept purposely in 
order for the contingency of un encounter 
with the Alabama, Tho Alabama was, 
however, from the first overmatched, the 
crew of the Kearsage consisting of 150 to 
her 120, and the /tearsuge carried two 100 
pounders, the Alalama carrying no guns 
of that calibre. It is stated that a formal 
challenge to fight was given by the /ear- 
sage and accepted by Capt. Sommes.

THE NEW INSOLVENCY ACT. 


It is provided that a person unable to 
meet bis engagements may ‘call a meeting 
of his creditors, and sabmit to them, under 
oath, a complete statement of his affairs, 
The creditors, each one representing in his 
vote the amount of direct liabilities of the 
insolvent to him and the amount of direct 
liubilities then overduc, may elect an as: 
signee to whom the insolvent must make 
an assignment of his estate, including 
books, accounts, and business papers gener- 
ally. Such deed of assignment must be 
forthwith registered, 

A debior may be deemed insolvent by 
Committing a’ variety of acts; as by ab- 
Scouding or preparing to- abscond ; by se- 
creting or by being about to seorete, or by 
assigning or by disposing of any part of 
his estate with intent to defraud ; or by re- 
maining imprisoned or upon the city limits 
for more than thirty days in a ciyil action 
founded on contract for the sum of $200 
and upwards, or by procuring, with intent 
to defraud, the seizure of his money, goods, 
&e., by any process, where he resides or 
has property, founded on a demand in its 
nature proveable under the Act; or by neg- 
lecting or refusing to appear on any rule 
requiring his appearance to be examined as 
to his) debts, &¢,,&o,° Should a trader 
cease to meet his liabilities as they become 
due, two Or more creditors, for sums in'the 
aggregate exceeding §500, may demand 
the assignmentof his estate. If he esteems 
bimself to be really solvent, or that the cre- 
ditors who have mode the demand do not 
represent the $500, the trader may take 
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his case before a judge, who after inyesti- 
gation will have power, if he sees fit, to stay 
rther proccedings, 

In the event of a debtor neglecting to 
call a meeting of his creditors after a de- 
mand for an assigoment of his estate has 
been made, any. creditor for not less than 
$200 may make: iffidayit of the facts before 
a judge. The judge, if it appears to him 
fit, will issue a writ of attachment—to be 
executed by the sheriff—ayainst the estate 
of the debtor, and a summons for him to 
appear to answer the allegations of the affi- 
duvit. The sheriff will give up possession 
to the official nssignees appointed by the 
Boatd of Trade, and upon the application 
of a creditor, the judge will issue a writ 
calling meeting of the creditors to be held 
before him. If the creditors are’ unani- 
nous in nominating a person to the office, 
the judge will appoint that,person assignee, 
If they disagree, he will appoint either one 
of the persons proposed by the creditors or 
one of the official assignees namod by the 
Board of Trate. Such assigneo will notify 
all creditors to appear belore him to prove 
their claims, and his mode of disposing of 
the estate will be according to the desires 
of the creditors, except wherein his course 
is laid down by law. 

All gratuitous contracts or conveyances 
mado by a debtor, afterwards becoming un 
insolvent,within three months preceding tho 
assigoment or writ of attachment, to tho in- 
jury of his creditors, are presumed to be 
made with the intent to defraud, Any 
contract of conveyance for a consideration, 
by which creditors are injured or obstruct- 
ed, mado by « debtor to a person ignorant 
of his {inability to meet his engagements, 
within thirty days before tho execution of a 
deed of assignment, is voidable. Any salo, 
deposit, plodge or transfor mado by a deb- 
tor thirty days boforo a deod of assignmont 
or tho issue of a writ of attachment, shall 
bo void and recoveruble by action, Every 
paymont made by a debtor within the suid 
thirty days to a person knowing tho condi- 
tion of his affuirs will also be recoverable.

Adams 
promised to do so, and laid Capt, Semmes 
down in the bottom, and covered him with 
a sail to conceal him from the Kearsarge's 
boats, which were evidently anxiously 
searching for him. When Adams had say- 
ed a boatload he took them on board the 
yacht, and Cupt. Sewmes was at once plac- 
ed below. As soon as all that were scen in 
the water were picked up, Mr. Lancaster 
was anxious to get away, and began to 
steam out to sea. He expected that he 
should have been bronght to by a shot trom 
the Kearsarge, but she was too disabled, it 
appears, to go after the Deerhound to over- 
haul her, and thus Capt. Semmes escaped 
being made prisoner.

Two or three 
firms have yot’on hand droves of distillery- 
fed cattle (some in Canada,) and unless the 
rebound, within the next three weeks, is as 
great as tho decline has been, they must 
make what, in ordinary times, is considered 
a handsome fortune. Beef, although cer- 
tainly high enough, is cheaper than many 
other kinds of proyisions. And if the spec- 
ulators can regulate shipments at the west 
to suit their yiews, we may look for an ad- 


yond Ellicott’s Mills, so that thejreport of the 
rebels being there is premature. Their scouts 
however, are believed to have been within 15 
miles of the city. We aro still not without 
good hope of being able to prevent tho en- 
trance of the rebols into this city.

|parently doing well in every particular, as 
far as they can see, when a sudden change 
takes place and in less than twelve hours he 
is dead. 

Dr. seems terribly worried. I im- 
agine there is no better surgeon in the coun- 
try, and ever since the war commenced he 
has \been particularly successful in his am- 
putations until now, when a large number 
die. I was much interested ina man from 
Pennsylvania, who was suffering from a ter- 
rible fractured thigh. He was almost dis- 
tracted to seo his wife, but said she had 
three little children and could not come to 
him. I found the real difficulty was the 
want of means, for a friend next door would 
willingly take the children—therefore I 
told him to make his mind easy, she would 
come. He fairly sobbed and cried for joy. 
I knew the case was hopeless, but went 
after the surgeon to ask his opinion. He 
said he believed the man could live for ten 
days at least, probably longer, I hastened 
honie to send for his wife by the early mail.

It had been for many years evident to a 
large portion of our/public men, and to a 
large share of the people, that no perma- 
nent political peace could be had until 
constitutional reform was obtained. We 
might haye double-majority—we might 
haye representation by population an open 
question, or we might have it a close ques- 
tion—we might have a Government, ac- 
ceptable to Upper Canada and distasteful to 
Lower Canada, or we might have the re- 
yerse—but no make-shift could be other 
than temperary, illusive, and utterly un- 
satisfactory. Kxpedienoy of all kinds had 
been tried over and over again ; over and 
over again it had failed. There was left 
but ono course which ‘could be tried with 
any hope of permanent good resulting 
from it. ‘That course was to make an 
earnest effort to remove the constitutional 
injustice which is at the bottom of all the 
troubls. This task the present Govern- 
ment was formed to undertake; and it is 
a curious tribute to the foresight of the 
British Minister of 1838, that it has been 
agroed to seek the remedy in the applica- 
tion of the very principle laid down in the 
despatoh of that year to Lord Durham.— 
The cause of this coincidence is to be 
found, notin the mere fact that an Imperial 
despatch once contained’ that idea, bat 
rather in the fact that it is an idea so ra- 
tional and so exactly appropriate to our 
ciroumstances, that it could hardly fail to 
suggest itself in tho course of any intelli- 
gent and candid inquiry as to tho best 
system for securing tho satisfactory goy- 
ernment of these Prvvinees.—Globe.

INSECTIVEROUS 31RDS. 


(To the Editor of the Mornitz Chronicle.) 


Sir,—A law having recently been enacted 
by the Legislature to prevontthe destruction 
of insectiverous and other irs, I send you 
the following summary; \  * 

pon this subject H. F, Hiid, Esq., M. A., 
Protessor of Chemistry at Trility Coilege, To- 
ronto, a.luding to the insects thich ravage the 
wheat crops, writes: Man) birds’prey up- 
on the maggate. Mr. Elmer Piwell, of Athens 
county, Ohio, has acolony of srallows amount- 
ing to one hundred individuale,which he thinks 
secures him from the ravages olthe midge. It 
is probable, however, that the nost destructive 
to the midge-moggot among th feathered tribe 
is the beautifal lide yellow trd. (Fringilla 
‘Tristis.)” 

* In Madison county, New York, during the 
prevalence of the wheat-midje in the years 
1838 and 1852, flocke of yelbw birds were 
seen busily employed in the whyat fields, much 
to the alarm of the farmers, vho, observing 
these active and beautiful littlecreatures pick- 
ing the heads of whent to piece imagined they 
were destroying the crop, andhence resorted 
to various means to kill them,and drive them 
away. The same warfare has peen frequently 
noticed elsewhere, and should at all times be 
discouraged to the utmost byall who desire 
to cherish the most interesting beautiful and 
useful class of insect destroyerithe world con- 
taius. Birds, and especially tle insectiverous 
birds, ought to be encouraged i) every way on 
this continent, Facilities ‘so unusual have 
been furnished by man for the norease of cer- 
tain destructive insect tribes, aid no corres- 
ponding effort made to maintai e check upon 
their excessive multiplication, |hat wo haye 
permitted a host of enemies to obtain a firm 
footing in Our midst, which are at all times 
Jinble to paralyse our jndustry in ‘the most 
alarming and grievous manner, At thp present 
moment as several of your reades may have ob- 
served, many of the fruit-trees n this district 
are entirely stripped ef their verdure by the 
swarms of noxious insects that exist, and the 
passing of an Act to prevent ths destruction 
was a wise proceeding on tie part of the 
Legislature. 

‘Lhe Act was originated and prepared by the 
Secretary of the Fish’ and Gane protection 
Club, introduced inty the Assembly by H. G, 
Joly, Esq, and casried “througi the Upper 
House by Sir Narcisse Belleau, 

‘The Agricultyral Societies rong 
Province will render good servia by 
publicity and effect, 

‘The tiret section prevents the destruction of 
all birds, with’ the exceptions mentioned, be- 
tween the Ist March snd lat of August, 

‘The second and third preven! the captur- 
ing, having in possession, or injuring any vied, 
bird's eggs or ‘ests, between the jame periods. 

Lhe filth imposes a fine of beqween one or 
two dollars for any violation of the act, to go 
to the person complaining, with hil costs, aud 
in default of payment, impfisonment for not 
Jess tan two vor nore than twenty days, 

‘Tbe sigth authorises any person to sieze all 
birds unlawfully posaeesyd, and cbliges market 
clerks and police officers tu confiscate, end if 
alive, liberate quch birds, and to destroy all 
traps and oages set, whereby any kind of bird 
might be kilied or captured. , 

‘The seventh authorises (he Misister of Ag 
ricultyre to grant written permimion to per- 
sons desirous of obtaining birdalor eggs for 
bona side sclentitic purpones.

LATER FROM EUROPE. 


By the arrival of the Caledonia off Oape 
Race, we have European dates to tho 6th 
ivst., three days later than those already 
roccived. 

Another naval engagement was expected 
to take place off Cherbourg, as a Rebel 
steamer, supposed to be the Florida, was 
said to be outside waiting for the Kear- 
sarge.

No new operations have taken place in 
the Danish war, but the Prussians were 
actively engaged in orecting batteries oppo- 
site the island of Funen. The Swedish 
squadron lias been ordered to sea, although 
itis still very doubtfal whether Swedco 
intends to take any active part in the war. 

Tho debate in the Koglish House of 
Commons on Disragl’s motion to express a 
want of confidence in the Ministry, has 
been postponed. In case the motion is 
lost the Ministers do not intend to dissolve 
Parlisment, 

The Tacpings in China haye again met 
with very serious losses, Maj. Gordon hav- 
ing captured two of their chief cities. It 
is commonly believed that the Chinese re- 
bellion is nearly over, 


The dock at the foot of Joralémon street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon was the 
scene of a conflagration and a number of 
explosions, which in » few hours destroyed 
goods, biildings, and ships to the amount 
of nearly $1,000,000. The origin of the 
fire is at present shrouded in mystery, but 
there aro not wanting rumors of jncendiar- 
ism to account for the occurrence, The 
warehouses which have been burned con- 
tuined large stores of nitrate of soda, sugar, 
guano, hides, wool, and cotton; the nitrate 
of soda almost immediately atter the firo 
wap discovered, exploding, blowing down 
the walls and roof of the warehouse, knook- 
ing about seven or eight persons, most- 
ly firemen, into the river, who, however, 
wore fortunately picked up without any 
Joss of life, and doing great damago to the 
surrounding property for a great distance, 
Messrs. Roche Bros. & Volley lose about 
$115,000, and a numbor of others equally 
large amounts, some of them entirely uain- 
sured.

Tue Feperat Conaaess.—After sit- 
ting nearly seven months the Congress 
which assembles at Wushington adjourned 
at-noon on Monday last. Both Houses 
had extended their Saturday sitting till 
nearly three o'clook on Sunday morning, 
till which time President Lincola remained 
in the legislative building to sign bills just 
passed. Duriog this protracted session of 
Congress many important measures haye 
been passed, amoog them that perfecting 
the new conscription law. Under this act 
drafts may be made for one, two or three 
years. Bounties of $100, $200, and $300 
are to be awarded for one, two, and three 
years’ service respectively. Commatation 
is no more, but every one drafted may 
serve in person or find substitutes, and fit: 
ty days’ notice must be given before en- 
torcing the draft. A special war tax on in- 
comes was also enacted by Congress, Fiyo 
per cent on all incomes for 1864 is to be 
paid on the Ist September next. The New 
York Tribune caloulates that this item will 
put twenty millions into the treasury, to be 
devoted to paying bounties to soldiers about 
to be dratted. Congress also decided that 
none of the States which have been formal- 
ly declared to be in insurrection shall vote 
for President till re-udmitted into the union, 
The States excluded are Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alaba-

Destructive Fire ar Louvisvityz, 
Kentucky.—The Louisville papers give 
particulars of the destructive fire which oc- 
surred in that city on Friday week.
